Possible PCB Contamination in Some Wells 


by George White 
Belleville. The Ministry ol 
the Environment is investigat- 
ing the possibility that some 
private wells may be contami- 
nated with P.C.B.’s ( polychlor- 
inated biphenyls). 

The cause of the problem is 
some makes of ‘submersible 
water well pumps that were 
manufactured between 1964 
and 1980. Some of these pumps 
had PCB's in the motor oil or in 
the capacitor. 

There are approximately 
460,000 submersible pumps in 
operation in domestic wells in 
Ontario, and studies indicate 
that less than one percent of 
these could contain PCB’s. 

Direct contact with high 
concentrations of pure PCB 
may produce health effects 
ranging from mild skin rash to 
severe toxicity depending upon 
the degree of exposure and 
quantity absorbed. 

An MOE investigation found 
two abandoned wells polluted 
with PCB’s by leaking sumb- 
mersible pumps. Levels as 
high as 0.6 parts per billion 
were found in the well water, 
well above the interim Ontario 
drinking water objective of 0.3 
ppb and six times the 0.1 ppb 
guideline used by the U.S. 


Enviromental Protection 
Agency. 

Environment Minister Jim 
Bradley said, ‘‘We have 


initiated a program’ designed 
to help homeowners determine

what type of pump they have in

Local M.O.E. offices will 
mail, on request, an informa- 
tion kit that will letthe home 
owner identify the type of 
pump used in the well and give 
information on how to deter- 
mine if the pump is leaking. 
The kit contains a question- 
naire to be completed and 
returned to the ministry for 
further investigation to deter- 
mine if the pump’s motor could 
contain PCB's. 

This problem applies only to 
submersible pumps. Jet 
pumps or piston pumps do not 
cause such contamination. 

The information kit says 
there are three things you 


should do - 1) Check your 
drinking water for» a 
petroleum-like taste and 


odour, or see if there is an 
oil-like film on the water and 
fixtures. (These signs could 
indicate an oil leakage but it 
could also be caused by such 
things as iron in the supply). 2) 
Check the identity of your 
ump. (see listing of pumps 
that could contain PCB's). It 
may not be necessary to pull 
your pump out of the well. 
Quite often all the information 
you need will be printed on the 
control box or panel,so look 
there first. 3) If any of the 
above conditions apply, call 
the MOE office for an informa- 


tion kit and fill out the ques- 
tionnaire. If your pump/motor 
combination ts not listed in the 
table shown,get a question- 
naire and fill it out 

Any suspected oil leak will 
be investigated by an environ- 
ment officer. He will check the 
well and, if necessary, take a 
sample for analysis 

The ministry will pay for 
drinking water while the inves- 
tigation is under way and for 
up to six weeks after PCB 
contamination has been 
confirmed and the tests results 
explained to the homeowner. 

If the pump is found to be 
leaking, then it’s the responsi- 
bility of the homeowner to 
make the necessary replace- 
ments. The ministry will assist 
on giving advice and the prop- 
er flushing procedure to clean 
out the water system. 

MOE Area Supervisor John 
Bishop said, ‘‘Prudence is the 
keyword. Even if the well does 


-not appear to be contaminated, 


it would be as well to replace 
the pump if it falls into the 
categories listed.” 

Municipal water supplies by 
and large are not affected by 
this particular problem. The 
amount of water needed to 
supply even a small village 
would require a fairly large 
pump system mounted on the 
surface. Then too, legislation 
require constant monitoring ol 
water quality.

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Facts on AIDS 


There is no cure for AIDS 
and no vaccine. Eighty per 
cent of people with AIDS die 
within three years of being 
infected. To date, no one has 
recovered from this disease. 

To help spread an awareness 
and understanding of this 
disease, we present this article 
as part of a planned series. 

AIDS is caused by a virus 
identified as human immu- 
nodeficiency virus (HIV)..The 
exact origin of the virus is 


unknown. It is widely believed » 


that it originated in Central 
Africa as a mutate of a similar | 
monkey virus and is spreading 
worldwide. HIV-II, a similar 
virus, has been isolated in 
some individuals in Western 
Africa and seems to be limited 
to that region at the present 
time. 

Outside of the body HIV is 
said to be very fragile. Appa- 
rently, it is easily destroyed by 
chlorine bleach, heat, rubbing 
alcohol, detergent, or hydro- 
peroxide. However, once 

virus enters a. person’s 
there is no 
currently known way to 
destroy it.

Everyone has a natural abili- 


y to fight disease because of 
the work of the immune 
system. Certain white blood 
cells called helper T- 
cells and B-cells

cause disease. _ 

When the helper T-cells 
discover something harmful in 
the body, they activate the 
B-cells. The lis produce 
antibodies which stop the 
spread of the infection. When 
the problem is under control, 
other T-cells stop the B-cells 
from producing any more 
antibodies. 


Once in the bloodstream, the 
AIDS virus seeks out and takes 
over the helper T-cells. The 
virus may then lie dormant for 
months or for as long as ten 

ears. The factor or factors 
hat trigger virus replication 
are unknown. It may be that 
the virus lies dormant until a 
helper T-cell is immunological- 
ly stimulated by another 
invading organism. 

At any point, the AIDS virus 
may become activated, creat 
ing more virus, which invades 

r helper T-cells and furth- 
er weakens the 
system.

become ill and die much faster 
than others. 

The impact of this disease on 
our civilization cannot be over- 
emphasized. It is an epidemic 
similar to the plague, small- 
pox, cholera, or polio epidem- 
ics of the past.

Matthews says. Because their 
driving skills are not as well 
developed as more exper- 
ienced drivers, they take 
longer to perceive and respond 
to potentially dangerous traffic 
situations. Although factors 
such as the age of the car, the 
amount of night-time drivin 
and alcohol consumption a 
influence accident rates, 
Matthews believes the most 
important factor may be the 
tendency of young drivers to 
take greater risks. 

People generally try to avoid 
risk when driving. They may, 
however, become less cautious 
because they don’t see the risk 
and the potential consequences 
of a particular situation. In 
some cases, drivers are suffi- 
ciently motivated to take the 
risk, even though they appreci- 
ate the danger. 


Matthews’ research concen- . 


trated on risk perception. Driv- 
ers in the 18 to 25, 35 to 50 and 


65 and over age groups looked | 


at videotapes showing a driv- 
er’s eye view of a variety of 
potentially risky situations -- a 
wet, two-lane highway at 
night, for example, or a front 
tire blowout on a sharp curve. 
The situations involved driving 
judgment, reflexes and vehicle 


andling skills. Participants 
were asked to estimate the risk 
of each situation for them- 
selves and their pecs and to 
rate their own and their peers’ 
ability in handling risky 
situations. 

Matthews found that youn- 
ger male drivers not only see a 
much lower risk in certain 
potentially hazardous situa- 
tions than older, more exper- 
ienced drivers do, they also 
overestimate their own ability 
to cope with such situations. 
They see the situations as risky 
for their peers, but not for 
themselves because they 
believe they have the neces- 
sary skills and abilities to 
avoid accidents. Both the

Matthews hopes to eventual- 
ly identify countermeasures to 
use in driver training prog- 
rams for young people to make 
them more aware of the limita- 
tions of their driving abilities 
and the physical risks involved 
in operating a_ vehicle 
Currently, driver training 
programs do little to provide 
appropiate experiences to 
develop the perception of risk 
and hazard. 


Matthews says the problem 
of risk perception while driv- 
ing may be part of a general 
lifestyle orientation. Deciding 
whether to purchase a house 
next to a nuclear hydro gener- 
ating plant, selecting invest- 
ments, choosing when to cross 
the road in heavy traffic and 
planning a holiday in a foreign 
country in view of internation- 
al terrorism are all situations 
where risk perception influ- 
ences people’s actions. 

Matthews has developed a 
questionnaire that attempts to 
assess how people view risk in 
various situations. Results 
demonstrate with a high 
degree of accuracy that

Algae up, 


Algae levels were generally 
higher and water clarity poor- 
er in 91 southeastern tario 
lakes last summer than in 1985 
according to.a report released 
recently. Lakes studies locally 


included Crowe Lake, Moira 
Lake, Stoco Lake and Twin 
Sisters Lake. 


Unusually wet weather 
caused the variation, which 
was documented by 96. volun- 
teer cottagers on 91 lakes in the 
triangle of Ontario that lies 
east of Hastings and Prince 
Edward Counties. 

Throughout the summer of 
1986, as in previous years, the 
volunteers collected weekly 
samples of lake water and sent 
them to the Ministry's office in 
Kingston, as part.of the Cotta- 
gers’ Self Help Program. 

The increased rainfall in 1986 
caused more phosphorus and 


clarity down in te 


nitrogen to be washed into the 
lakes than in a more typical 
summer, and these elements 
promoted the growth of algae. 

Even under these conditions, 
however, the lakes studies 
were suitable for recreational 
purposes including swimming 
and bathing. With the excep- 
tion of Hay Bay, a part of the 
Bay of Quinte, no lake had 
levels of algae high enough to 
inhibit recreational uses. 

Differences from year to 
year seem to be directly 
related to climatic variation. 
Water temperatures, amount 
of sunlight, and availability of 
nutrients vary from year to 
year, and all affect algae 
production. 

Some of the variations in 
water quality over time are the 
result of human activity, such 
as shoreline development, |

Nuclear waste education bei 
organized for Hastings Cou 


Residents of Hastings Coun- 
ty, attending a public meeting 
in Madoc on June 16, were 
alarmed to learn that a proup 
of businessmen and local poll- 
ticians in Hastings County had 
approached Atomic Energy of 
Canada “Ltd., regarding the 
siting of 4 nuclear waste facili- 
ty in that area. 

The meeting in Madoc was 
attended by concerned resi- 
dents, some of whom had been 
involved in Citizens Opposed to 
Radioactive Pollution (CORP) 
ten years ago. At that time. 
approximately 1200 people 
crowded into Madoc high 
school to express opposition to 
a nuclear dump in Hastings 
County. 

Atomic hoary of Canada 
Ltd. (AECL) had proposed 
burying high level nuclear 
waste deep within the Mount 
Moriah pluton, near Madoc. As 
a consequence of the 0 posi- 
tion in Madoc and other Ontar- 
io communities similarly 
selected, AECL postponed the 
search for a nuclear waste 
disposal site. 1984 saw the 
official opening of the Under- 
ground Research Laboratory 


’ near Pinawa, Manitoba. 


According to Norman Rubin, 
nuclear researcher for Energy 
Probe, AECL is looking to have 
provincial and federal approv- 
al by 1990 for site selection for 
a permanent storage facility. 

Public education on nuclear 
waste disposal was seen to bea 
vital issue at the June 16 
meeting. It was stated at the 
meeting that, unlike ten years 
ago, today only 13% of the 
Ganadian population supports 
increasing nuclear power 
production. 

Much has changed since 
1977. The economy is stronger. 
There has been considerable 
new construction in the area 
and judging by improvements 

in homes and villages, an 
increased pride and apprecia- 
tion of the attractiveness of the 


county. 
Most importantly, peor are 
now more aware of the risks 


involved with a radioactive 
waste dump and would be less

METALLIC MINERALS 


The first gold mine in Ontar- 
was operated from 1866 to 
68 at Eldorado in. Madoc 
ywnship. This Richardson 
ine produced about 100 
inces of gold: 

Many other gold deposits 
ere subsequently discovered 
eastern Ontario, with most 
ining activity occurring from 
95 to 1908. 

Gold exploration and produc- 
on increased during the 1930's 
hen the gold price went up 
om $20 to $35 per troy ounce. 
Gold was produced at Cordo- 
a Mines in Belmont Town- 
lip, in the Deloro area in 
larmora Township, at the 
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Craig Mine in Tudor Township, 
and in the Kaladar Township - 
Barrie Township areas, as well 
as in Madoc Township. 

Production ceased in 1939, 
but higher gold prices have 
recently sparked new interest 
in southeastern Ontario gold. 
Several old mines are being 
re-evaluated, and exploration 
for new deposits is underway. 
Southeastern Ontario has, to 
date, yielded about 40,000 
ounces of gold from 180,000 
tons of ore. - 

A large iron deposit near 
Marmora was staked in 1950, 
on the basis of a magnetic 
anomaly on a new federal- 
yrovincial aeromagnetic map. 

his deposit became the 
Margmoraton Iron Mine which 
produced continuously from 
1952 to 1978, when the ore’ ran 
out. 

The large open pit mine can 
be viewed from a lookout south 
of Highway 7, a short distance 
east of Marmora.

INDUSTRIAL MINERALS 
AND BUILDING STONE 


Industrial minerals have 
been equally important as 
metals in southeastern Ontar- 
io. Industrial minerals are 
used directly by industry. 

Phosphate rock for fertilizer, 
sheet micca, crystal quartz 
and graphite for electrical 
products, feldspar for glass 
and ceramics, pyrite for 
sulphuric acid, corundum and 
gare: for abrasives, and 
arite and fluorite have all 
been mined in the past. 

Two very large open pit 
mines in Methuen Townshi 
supply mepheline syenite wor!- 
dwide to the gld%s and ceram- 
ics industries. Tale has been 
produced at Madoc since 1896. 
A mill and quarry, near Perth, 


produce a high quality calcium 
carbonate ooeier that is used 
as a filler in plastics. 

Several large plants along 
Lake Ontario manufacture 
portland eement. rations in 
the Madoc-Havelock area 
produce marble terrazzo chips 
and roofing granules. 

Limestone, sandstone, slate, 
marble and granite have all 
been quarried for building 
stone. Interest is presently 
focussed on granite and 
marble for building facings. 

Quarries . in torrington 
Township and Rear of Leeds 
and Lansdowne township 
produce granite products anda 
new marble finishing plant 
was recently opened in 
Cornwall. 


MINERAL AGGREGATES 


In southeastern Ontario, 
mineral aggregates are even 
more important than indust- 
rial or metallic minerals, in 
terms of quantities produced.

SUMMER SEEDING 
ALFALFA 


Because of more winterkill 
han usual, saad | farmers are 
hinking of seeding. hayfields 
yack to alfalfa. Summer seed- 
ng should be done by pest 
15, into a moist, firm seedbed, 
f possible. 

f quackgrass is bad and not 
at the eight-inch stage for 
spraying Roundup, don’t waste 
the alfalfa seed. Dandelions 
can be controlled by spraying 
2.4-D before working the field. 

Wait two weeks after plow- 
ing down the old stand before 
planting alfalfa again. Alfalfa 
seems to produce toxic 
compound which harms new 
seeding roots.

As demand for new houses 


changes industry, 


consumers should keep 


up-to-date 


As a record demand for new 
houses changes the way Ontar- 
io’s home builders do business, 
buyers should stay up-to-date 
on common purchase prob- 


lems, risks and solutions, say 


consumer experts. 

“Buying a new house in 1987 
is a vastly different experience 
than it was 15 years or even 15 
months ago and it may well 
change again within the next 


year,’ says Monte Kwinter, 


inister of Consumer and 
Commercial Relations. ‘‘The 
kind of demand now being seen 


in the new housing market 


cannot help but have a 
profound effect on how the 
market operates. We've estab-: 


lished new rules to help buyers , 


deal with the changes, but a 
key to their success lies in 
public awareness. ? 

The Ontario New Home 
Warranty Program’s_ six 
regional branches play a lead- 
ing role in public education. 
The offices have been desig- 
nated as home buyers’ infor- 
mation centres. More. staff 
have been hired to handle 
questions, concerns and 
complaints on a-wide variety of 
relevant issues, with emphasis 
on provisions set out under the 
warranty program (NHWP). 

In particular, Kwinter 
expects the centres to get 
many calls about new initia- 
tives designed to help protect 
fect hea To be administered by 
NHWP, the regulations deal 
with such issues as disclosure 
of contract terms, set out 
procedures to be followed if 
construction is coat bar and 
will ultimately provide for the 
peter its of a meritorious 

uilders list. 

Delayed completion of new 
homes has received a lot of 
attention recently, says NHWP 
President Ed Locke. 

Many-delays were caused by 
strikes within the trades, 
material shortages or demand 


exceeding builders’ production 


capacity. In the absence of 
crises in these areas, 10 
months is currently considered 
a realistic timeframe for 


_ construction. 


In the past, contracts 
commonly allowed builders 
the sole right to cancel sales if 
completion was delayed 
beyond a specified date. To 
increase purchasers’ rights, a 
mandatory addendum to all 
sales agreements for new 
homes was developed by buil- 
der and consumer groups, 


along with government and * 


warranty program officials. 
The new addendum obigates 

builders to get necessary 

approvals and pocnpiete homes 


as quickly as p le. Specifi- 
ay: it Beak soe: they must - 


2 all reasonable steps’’ to 
meet the date i 


buyers informed of any 
_ construction delays. The — 


od. 


regulation is designed to 
prevent unscrupulous firms 
rom deliberately delayin 
work, allowing them to cance 
existing deals,-and resell 
houses for highéf prices, Locke 
says. Recently, prices have 
risen significantly between the 
date of sale and completion. 
The addendum also warns 
buyers to check agreements 
carefully for closing costs not 
covered by the base price of 
the house, clauses rls 
mortgage rates to change, an 
other stipulations which. may 
substantially affect the sale. 
Before ape construction can 
take place, lots must be regis- 
tered with the appropriate 
municipality and buildin 
permits must be issued. Buil- 
ders are required by the 


._ addendum to disclose the 
status of lot registrations and | 


buyers should confirm this 
information with the municipal 
building department. - 

“One of the major’ cautions 
in the addendum reminds 
consumers to have sales agree- 
ments checked by their own 
lawyers before signing,’’ 
Kwinter notes. “An early trip 
to your lawyer's office can be 
as effective in reducing the 
risk of problems- as shopping 
around for a_ reputable 
builder.”’ 

To ee consumers find 
responsible companies, Locke 
suggests prospective buyers 
visit developments already 
completed by the builders 
being considered. Knock on a 
few doors and find out if the 
homeowners are satisfied or if 
they have had problems, he 


says. 
As well as taking on respon- 
sibility for new regulations and 


running inquiry centres, the” 
program itself has, 


warrant 
been changed to provide 
increased protection against 
construction defects in new 
houses. Information about 
mandatory new home warran- 
ties in Ontario -is available 
through all regional NHWP 
offices. 

‘‘Many people are nuw 
moving into their. new homes 
before they're finished and this 
makes it even more important 
that they understand their 
rights under the warranty, 
program,” Kwinter explains. 
“The warranty program must 


be notified in writing of most
